Federal Surface Transportation Program Status 


| n March 15, 2022, the President signed the Consolidated Appropriations Act (2022), which provides the legal au- 
Albay thority to obligate and spend the funding identified in the Infrastructure Investment and Jobs Act (IIJA). Prior to this 
bill being signed, funding levels remained at FAST Act levels and the new programs introduced in the IIJA could not 
move forward. Now that the Appropriations Bill has been passed, full implementation of IIJA can proceed, including 
1a aal increased funding in apportioned funds for surface transportation projects and much needed additional funding directed 


oN to bridges. Additionally, USDOT has begun publishing Notice of Funding Opportunities (NOFOs) for the different discre- 
tionary grant programs identified in the IIJA. These grant notices are an opportunity for Montana to compete for addi- 
tional funding beyond the formula funds MDT receives. With discretionary grant programs being offered each month, starting in February 
2022 and lasting throughout the summer, MDT staff will be hard at work submitting grant applications in the hopes of successfully bringing 
additional federal funding to Montana.
